COTTON TRAILER ASSESSING AND TAXING 


IS PRESENTED TO "CLEAR THE AIR" 

VISALIA, Feb. 22—A cotton growers’ march on the county court- 
house seemed indicated recently when notices were received from gin 
managers by cotton growers relative to the taxing of cotton trailers 


left parked on gin lots. 

It would appear ‘that the tur- 
moil may have been caused by the 
terse notes that gin managers sent 
out, rather than by the procedure 
outlined by County Assessor Phil 
U. Lucas in letters to gin manag- 
ers. 

In order to clear the air, follow- 
ing is the text of the original let- 
ter from Lucas to gin managers: 

“When the 1957 Legislature 
amended Chapter 2288 of the 
Motor Vehicle Code, permitting 
cotton trailers to operate under a 
Special Equipment permit rather 
than a regular Motor Vehicle li- 
cense, the duty of taxing the cot- 
ton trailers was inherited by the 
several counties. 

“The same Legislature amended 
Section 2189 of the Revenue & 
Taxation Code, making it manda- 
tory that the Assessor only secure 


with the real estate, that personal 
property which is situated thereon 
on the first Monday in March. 
Cotton trailers not owned by the 
cotton gin, but stored on gin prop- 
erty on the first Monday in March, 
shall be assessed unsecured with 
the taxes becoming due on that

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A. B. STEWART HAD HIS OWN WAY 


OF GETTING CLASS ATTENTION IN THE 


OLD MORTON STREET SEVENTH GRADE

PORTERVILLE, Feb. 26 — A bit of recognition is coming from 
the teaching profession, these days, to A. B. Stewart, who is now the 
oldest male teacher in Tulare county, (in point of service, that is,) hav- 
ing started his career at the Saucelito school in 1921 after graduating 
as valedictorian of his class at Porterville high school and then passing 
the county teacher examination after only two years at the University 


of California. 

Mr. Stewart deserves every kind 
word that comes his way, as far 
as we’re concerned, for, in our 
own school experience, he is one of 
the teachers who we remember — 
who we remember with pleasure 
and respect. 

He certainly could not have 
been teaching more than a couple 
of years when we became his 
pupil, in the seventh grade at the 
old Morton street school. (And 
that sets us back a few more years 
than we like to think about.) 

But, that’s the way it was, and 
we not only got a stimulating 
awakening in academic fields from 
Mr. Stewart, but we also played 
basketball for him, and just talked 
to him — just talked to him quite 
a bit. 

Now they are quoting his phil- 
osophy of education, and a solid 
and practical philosophy it is, but 
there is one little item that no 
one has mentioned, and it should 
be mentioned. 

During his days at Morton street, 
Mr. Stewart was young, active and 
agile, and he had a special way 
of gaining attention in his class. 
When a student got out of line, he 
simply walked down the aisle, 
placed firm hands upon the of- 
fender, gently lifted him out of 
his seat, then shook the living 
daylights out of him, even turning 
him upside down and shaking him 
by his feet. 

He did this three times, as we 
ture “The Long Stride’ will be 
shown which reveals the needs of 
many of the refugees throughout 
the world and the work of the 
churches to sustain and rehabili- 
tate these persons.

of school — we qualified once, so 
ke know whereof we speak — and 
from then on, for the rest of the 
year, in fact, there was nothing 
but attention when attention was 
due.

Mr. Stewart went back 
to Cal., graduated with a major in 
mathematics, and, for 24 years, 
has. been superintendent of the 
Tipton elementary school. : 

We suppose that if he used the 
disciplinary methods now that he 
used back in the Morton street 
seventh grade, there would be a 
million dollar law suit and a con- 
gressional investigation. 

But we remember Mr. Stewart 
because he ‘wasted no time in 
creating in our mind a respect for 
constituted authority, (even at the 
risk of thwarting our little ego), 
then, having done that, he had the 
capacity to follow through with 
those words and thoughts that we 


call education — as we look back 
now — asort of inspirational edu- 
cation. 


So we add our few humble words 
in praise of Mr. Stewart — or pos- 
sibly they should be words of 
thanks. We can list four teach- 
ers, from kindergarten through 
university, who we now realize 
had a marked influence on our 
thinking.

The cornea can lose 
ts glass-like qualities, the lens 
can become clouded (cataract), 
or the optic nerve can be injured. 
A corneal transplant operation 
would not be considered unless 
there was something wrong with 
the cornea. A cataract operation 
would do no good unless the lens 
was affected. The eye is a com- 
plicated organ — so complicated 
that doctors spend years learning 
how it functions and what to do 
when things need fixing. Don’t 
take chances by trying to guess 
what’s wrong. See an eye doctor. 
Q. “Will you please write about 
canker sores?” — A constant 
reader. 
A. The exact cause isn’t known.

PERHAPS YOU agree with this, 
for, remember, we are in the gray 
area of policy, opinion, justifica- 
tion. 

PERSONALLY, WE do not 
agree. We feel there is no justi- 
fication for including wives on 
tax-paid, city expense accounts; 
we can see no justification for 
the expenditure of tax money in 
the ‘‘party field’’; we believe that 
if councilmen think they are en- 
titled to something they are not 
getting, they should lay the mat- 
ter on the council table in public 
meeting. And, of course, the ob- 
vious effort to withhold, or at least 
to delay as long as possible, the re- 
lease of figures concerning expen- 
ditures of city tax money at 
League meetings is, in our opinion, 
completely indefensible. (It’s pub- 
lic information, you know.) 

SO NOBODY broke any laws; 
it’s just that gray area of opinion 
and policy. But the area is not so 
gray but what we think we see in 
the examples cited above a bit of 
loose handling — very loose han- 
dling of Porterville city tax money.

of the state’s citrus groves, this 


equipment will save enough in 
pruning costs to pay for itself in 
two years, 

He points out also that by selec- 
tive pruning, each tree can be giv- 
en individual attention that will 
result in maintenance of produc- 
tion, reduction of picking costs by 
thinning out crowded trees and 
increased fruit size by ‘‘opening 
up” the tree to sunlight. 

When self-propelled and pneu- 
matic tools are used, Moore points 
out, there is a greater tendency to 
adequately take care of maintain- 
ing tree size. Cuts are made from 
the outside with fewer and larger 
cuts the rule; overshadowing and 
undesirable limbs are more easily 
removed; because of the efficiency 
and reduced expense resulting 
from the new pruning equipment, 
the rejuvenating process of prun- 
ing can be spread over several sea- 
sons, thereby lessening shock to 
the older trees. 

Proper pruning also results in 
less control cost, since trees with- 
out excess and unnecessary growth 
require less material for coverage.
